NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The conditions under which the meeting of the Council of the United Syna- 

ve was conducted on Tuesday evening may be described as electrical. It is 
ty be deplored that no successfal attempt was made to conduct the “ electric fluid” 
burmlessly to earth ; though naturally the members of the Council were anxious 
see the storm pass over with as little immediate danger to the fabric as 
possible, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., withdrew. from the Council in cireum- 
dances Which can only be regarded with regret by all sincere promoters of peace 
wd good feeling in the community. Lord Rothschild’s request that he should 
“withdraw” referred only to Mr. Montagu’s protest against his lordship’s ruling 
ma point of order and was not—as it was unfortunately understood—-a peremp- 
tiry mandate to retire from the meeting, owing to disregard of the Cnairman’s 
nling, In view of this misunderstanding we sincerely trust to see hereafter a 
practical withdrawal of Mr. Montagu’s words, “I will never again co-operate 
with your Lordship on any Committee.” The most deplorable feature 
of the proceedings was the undoubted fact that heat was imported 
int) the debate without any apparent reason. There did not seem 
t) be any general objection to Mr. Noah Davis’s amendment _ pro- 
posed in perfect good faith to remit the question of the Shechita 
Bord and the Federation of Chevrag to the Executive Committee for considera- 
tio and report. The semblance of union is purchased too dearly when it is 
ibtained at the cost of independence by members of a representative body like 
the Council of the United Synagogue. Nota few present must have felt—as 
some probably knew—that the Council room was made the arena for 4 personal 
tonlict with which neither the United Synagogue, the Shechita Board, nor the 
Federation of Minor Synagogues had the remotest connection. The resuit was 
neither peace nor honour. 


The Jews of Austria have reason to celebrate with rejoicing the fortieth 
inuiversary of the accession of their beloved Emperor. The change in their 
position since eventful ’48 is Itttle short of marvellous. Before the accession of 
Francis Joseph, their ever y movement was hampered to an incredible extent. 
They were excluded froma number of trades and were. onl y exceptionally per- 
tuitted to own real estate. The number of Jewish families allowed to dwell in 
Bohemia was limited, we believe, to1,500; only the eldest son in each family 
Was permitted to marry ; and then only after endless formalities had been com- 
plied with. No Jew was permitted to change his domicile without the authority 
if the lord of the manor, and from certain cities Jews were altogether excluded. 
ln some cities they were not permitted to stay over night, and they were not 
tllowed to approach within thirty miles of any mining district. They were alto- 
gether excluded from the provinces of Austria (Vienna excepted) Styria, Carniola 
ind Tyrol: whilst only a small number were allowed to dwell in Vienna by speciay 
livour of the Emperor. Strangers were allowed to remain there fora few weeks 


 otly, and this pernission was grudgingly granted on payment of a tax 


ews were assigned special quarters in those cities in which they were tolerated, 
Among the trades and manufactures from which they were excluded were those of 

ert, brewers, innkeepers, apothecaries, millers, publishers, and they were not 
tllowed to deal in salt, tobacco or gunpowder. Every political, municipal, civil 
wécholasti> office (whether honorary or paid) was denied tothem. In Hungary 
they Were excluded from all royal cities, and were only tolerated in those villages 
"which the lord of the manor gave them permission to reside. They laboured 
tuler disabilities scarcely less severe in Galicia. No wonder, then, that Jews 
sured prominently in the stirring events of ’48 which removed the shackles 
fom their own limbs and heralded the dawn of political liberty throughout the

wen familiar to but very few. And so is it with much of the Bible. Mr. 
Singer's plan cannot fail to bring home to the community the grandear and 
variety of Scriptare, and its ever-living adaptability to present needs and aspi- 
rations. Many beautiful passages have, of course, already been introduced into 
the liturgy, but many equally beautiful havo by force of circumstances been 
excluded. Some of the Haphtorah selections were not always happily made, 
and Mr. Singer will find no dearth of extracts for pulpit reading. How far the 
brilliant success of Mr. Singer’s inaugural effort is attributable to personal 
qualifications is, of course, hard to say. Mr. Singer's sympathetic and perfect 
intonation must be recognised as an element, and an important element, in the 
causes that produced this result. But the most indifferent declamation could 


hardly succeed in making Mr. Singer’s step productive of any but the most happy 
consequences to English Judaism. : 


The Rev. J. Chapman's correspondence with the Syndicate of the Cambridge 


University Local Examination has-resulted in a promise that the regulations 


respecting Examination in Religious Knowledge will be altered next year. By 
the plan proposed-—the substitution of the Old Testament for the Gospels—fall 
justice will be done to Jewish candidates. We understand that Mr. Chapman's 
success in this instance has encouraged him to communicate with other public 
bodies with a view of obtaining similar concessions for Jewish candidates. It 


would be of great advantage if public recognition could be obtained of tho 


Hebrew language as a suitable subject for voluntary examination. 


At atime when objections aro sometimes raised against the continuance of 


the existing Jewish schools in the metropolis, it seems a somewhat hazardous | 
undertaking to establish a new school for which tho support of the 


community at large is solicited. There are, however, some special features con- 
nected with the Dalston Jewish Schools which may go far to jastify the promoters 
in calling them into existence, and in asking for public holp ia giving them a 
start. Dalston contuns a considerable Jewish population, whose educational re- 
quirements the Jewish schools inthe Kast Had are not intended to serve. It 
is unhappily but too notorious that in some of the pablic and voluntary: schools in 
the neighbourhood attempts are openly made to promote Christiinity among Jewith 
children. Children who are old enough can attend the Middle Class School 
in Finsbury. For the youngest no adequate provision exists; and 
to meet this undoubted want the Committee of the Dalston Schools 
propose to open their building for beginners only, commencing at the age 
of six, who shall receive there the foundation of a sound elementary 
education combined with a proper Hebrew and religious instraction. There 
will also be evening classes at which Hebrew and religion alone will 
be taught and which will be freqiented only by older pupils who attend other 
schools. A year or two’s working will suffice to test the efliciency 
of these arrangements, and if the experiment succeed, the schools, which 
will be the only Jewish educational institution in the North of London, will be 
gradually extended and eventually placed under Government. It should be 
added in defense of the appeal issued by the Committee that the synagogue and 
schools were erected last year by means of local resources exclusively. 


The success which Jews and evon Jewesses may achieve as artisans was well . 


brought out at the meetiug of the Anglo-Jewish Association on Sunday last. Among 
the documents submitted to the Council were reports from Dr. K. Lippe, 
in J assy, Roumania, and from Mr. John Price, the Technical Instructor at the Jeru- 
salem Schools. Dr. Lippe, in speaking of the desirability of combining a training 
establishment with the primary Jewish School to which he devotes his atten- 


tion, mentions the agreeable fact that the number of Jewish artisans in Jassy is 


at present uncommonly great and includes men who follow employments of an 
arduous character. Some display skill which would be creditable in the 
largest centres of a civilised country, and tho cabinet-makers produce 
furniture which dealers at Berlin sell as German. The Jewish Girls’ School 
has also a good record. This institution educates the women wko serve all 
the Christian firms, particularly milliners, tailors and laundresses. To the 
friends of the Jews in Palestine, Mr. Price’s statements cannot fail to 
afford the fullest satisfaction. All the shops in the technical depart- 
ment of the Rothschild School in Jerusalem are kept well supplied 
with work, particularly the carpenters and smiths. The former have been 
working chiefly of late in making furniture and fittings, which are described 
as being well done, for the Evelina de Rothschild Girls’ School. The smiths are 
able to compete against any smith’s shop, both as regards the quality and the 
quantity of the work turned out. The apprentices receive a good number of 
carriages torepair, and large quantities of iron are wrought for building pur- 
poses. There continues to be a good demand for the work done by the copper- 
smiths, a branch of indastry in which employment can be found in almost any 


Attention was directed at. the meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association on Sunday to the attitade of the Jerusalem Rabbis towards the colo- 
nists of the Holy Land. The Rabbis threaten to excommunicate those colonists 


who do not observe the Sabvatical Year. The'Jows of Palestine have a sentimental 


dread of the Cherem, however arbitrary those who falininate it. Nay, ecclesiastical 
boycotting has real terrorsas well, and is aptito entail material discomfort upon its 
victims. The consequence is that the frightened colonists, who have hitherto been 
making a very creditable effort to achieve independence, have been constrained to 
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appeal for charitable aid to enable them to observe the Sabbatical Year as the Rabbis | 
would have chem. Thus a very pretty situation has been created. Coerced by 
Kabbinical tyranny a number of men are forced to degrade themselves by suing 
for alms in order that they may gain the merit of having obeyed a precept, 
which was certainly not intended at any time to be observe at the cost of 
beggary. 


It is useless, of course, to appeal to the commonsense of the Jerusalem 
Rabbis, or to point out to them how they are weakening their weapon 
of excommunication. Vfen who threatened to put their idol, Sir Moses 
Montcfiore, under the ban because he waa so revolutionary as to propose that 
instraction in modera langaages as well as in Hebrew should be ‘given in the 
Jerusalem schools, are not likely to forego the exercise of their mischievous pre- 
rogative in deference to any amount of reasoning, however cogent. But when 
the argument takes the practical form of withholding money, it may have a 
striking effect upon these worthies. We are inclined to think that the appeal of 
the colonists should be refused, not because we do not sympathize with them to 
the full, but in order t>» impose some check, however slight, on the arbitrary 
policy of the Jerusalem ecclesiastics. If the latter see that the Jews of Europe 
are not disposed to remedy by charitable gifts a purely artificial distress which is 
due entirely t> their own narrow-mindednees and arbit ary proceedings, they may 
be induced to relax their excessive zeal. Modern agriculture has been perinitted 
to gain other resources than the primitive expedient of Ictting the land lie 
entirely fallow ; nor is Palestine any longer a country so rich that its farmers 
can earn in six years enough for seven. We read in our sacred books that it is 
better even to labour on the Sabbath than to become dependent on our friends. 


NOTES OF A JOURNEY TO THE EAST. 


By Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A. 
CAIRO. 

To us Jews—although, as Hine would say, there are neither madonnas 
there nor prima donnas—Egypt must always be of supreme interest. Ia Egypt 
we find namerous traces of our ancestors before the Exodus, and their very 
portraits are distinguishable on the mummy wrappings at Boulak. In the 
shrunken shrivelled features of Rameses If. we can trace the stern obsti- 
nacy of the Pharoah who knew not Joseph, just as we can picture to ourselves 
the tenderness of Bent Anat, the Princess who rescued the infant Moses from a 
watery grave. King and Princess both lie in the unpretentious museum on the 
banks of ¢hs Nile, amidst a score of other royal mummies of historical note—_ 
perhaps ou the very spot where, four thousand years ago, they were wont to come 
to bathe. Pithom and Riam3es have been identified, and the journeyings of the 
children of Israel mapped out with an accuracy which, after all allowance made 

- for the alternative routes suggest2d by different Ezyptologists, is unequalled 
by any description of the march of Xenophon’s famous ten thousand not half 
a3 long ago, or that of the German invasion of France which occurred but yester- 
day. Solomon, Jeremiah, Philo, and Maimonides were all intimately associated 
with Egypt. The magnificence of the Alexandyian Jews is a bye-word in the 
Talmud, and the hair-splitting acumen of the Neoplatonists the admiration of 
modern philosophy. Nay the cross itself, which plays so important a part in the 
religion of our neighbours, and which has been for us the symbol of so much 
oppression, can in Cairo be traced to its very unchristian origin in the world-old 
Nilometer, which has, always in a literal sense, becn the measure of Egypt's 
salvation, 

Probably no city in the world—perhaps not even Damascus itself, and cer- 
tainly not Jerusalem — can, like Cairo, boast so uninterrupted a con- 
tinuity of Jewish residence ever since the memory of man. No city, therefore, 
can afford so large a field of interest to one who concerns himself with Jewish 
antiquities. And yct, strange to say, though hundreds of our co-religionists visit 
Cairo, either on their passage to or from India and the colonies, or on a winter tri p 

. to Egypt for Egypt’s sake, I was assured by the leaders of the community, that 
searcely any concern themselves in the slightest degre2 about the position of the 
Cairene Jews, past, present or future. I was particularly fortunate in that circum- 
stances compelled me to spend Kippur and the earlier days of Suceuth in Cairo, for 
the opportunity was an excellent one to see our Egyptian co-religionista as they 
are. These holy days, so peculiarly calculated to excite and bring to the surface 
the most chara :teristically Jewish feeliags, fall at a time of the year when the 
heat is so excessive that strangers dare not face it, and even resident foreigners 
flee from it, antl it is not often that a hisths Opportunity of jriaing 
the aborigines ia celebratiag their feasts. I[ arrived ia Alexandria on tha eve of 
Kippur, so that I could only make the briefest sty there, and had hardly time 
to see anything besides the great Synagogue, the largest in Africa, which was 
being made clean and trim for the service of the evening. The 10 o’clock express 
to Cairo by which I left, contained several Jews and Jewesses, who were hurry- 
ing back t> the capital to spend tho fust with their families; some had been

iscredit that Mr. Montefiore's defeat reflects on the Jewish community. The defeat 
is all the more galling whea you come to consider tho thousands of Jewish voters 
resident in the Tower Hamlets, and I say without fear of contradiction, that had the 
slightest public spirit been shown by thoso whose duty it was to interest themselves 
on an occasion of this kind, Mr, Montefiore would not only have been elected, but 
have been returned near the head of the poll, I c.n assure you that thousands of 
votes were lost from sheer apathy and indifference or ignorance of the voters, many 
of whom would have recorded their votes had they been taken to the polling sta- 
tions. I say taken, advisedly, for it is not sufficient for a canvas‘er at the East End 
to obtain a promise from a voter ; he must take his man or have him taken aad s-¢ 
his vote properly recorded, 

It is within my knowledge that there are whole streets, nunbering hundreds of 
Jewish voters, mostly foreigners, from whic’ there was not a single vote recorded ; 
thie may be surprising to many of your readors, who do not know the character of the 
Tower Hamlets Jewish voter. I know tho district well and its occuptats, and a 
more indifferent or apathetic lot of voters it would be dificult to find, | 

With your permission, I will give you a few of my experiences durirg the late 
election, Acc »mpanied by my brother, I took the district near the Chicksand 
Street and Brick Lane polling stations, and it is to this neighbourhood ia particular 
that my observations r.fer. I chose this district because I have a cortsin local 
influence, and I'am daily brought into contact with the occapants of this qaarter. 
In many cases I had great difficulty in making the purport of my visit understood, 
and after collecting a squad of 4 or 5 voters, I marched them off to the polling sta- 
tion, in the meantime explaining to them what they had to do, If you cannot read 


or write, say so, I invariably told them, and escorting them to the presiding officer _ 


saw them record theic votes and then returned fora further batch, Through some 
oversight n> personation agent oa Mr, Montefiore’s behalf was present 
at these important stations, and very many votes were lost 
through the illiterate charaster of the voters, wno in many cases wore ashamed to 
confe:s their inability to reid or write, and simply took the voting paper and 
marked it of coursein the wrony place, or by chancs in the right. Allow me to 
enumerate a few typical cases. A voter who was told to write five on the sixth line 
against the name of Montefiore, wro‘e five ani six oa his paper, thus spoiling it. 
Another voter, who was in the station before I had an opportunity of speaking to 
him, actually dil not know for whom ha came t) vote. The offiser read through 
the whole lisié of candida‘es with no result, the’stupid voter did not recognisa the 
name of Goldsmid Montefiore (for whom he, ho vever, c1m3 to vot:), the oMoeer in- 
quire}, “Is it Currie?” the man glad to escape from his dilemma gladly nodded 
assent, and down went 5 to Currie which were never intended for that worthy gen- 
tleman. Another fo eigner on being asked for whom he voted pointed to the last 
but one on the list, “ Prendergast.” When asked why he did so answered, “ I was 


told the last but one,” and with a shrag of his shou'ders exclaimed “It’s all the 


same,” Such were many of the constituents 01 whon our candi‘ate had to rely 
for hia success. 
Before bringing this toa close, I must mention tat my efforts on Mr, Monta- 
fiore’s behalf did not escape the notic3 of two worthy Fathers of the Spicer Street 
convent, who spoke t) me very warmly for not advising my voters to split their 
votes in favour of Mr. Prendergast. Fur obvious reasons I would not consent to 
this, much to the worthy Father's annoyance, who assured me that the Jewish can- 
didate’s success was without a doubt secured, and as Mr. 8. Montagu got the Catholic 
vote at the last Parliamentary election, we Jews ought to support the Catholic cane 
didate upon thisoccasion. ‘‘ We have done much for your people,” continued the 
worthy Father. “ We reapect you for it,’ I ventured to reply. ‘“ We demand your 
respect,” was the warm rejoinder. After further conversation I was informed that 
if I still continued to unduly influence the electors he would give me into police 
custody. TI little thought then that the result of the election would have proved so 
discreditable to our community, and the Reverend Father has now the satisfaction 
of seeing the Jewish candidate defeated and the Catholic representativ. returned, no 


doubt owing to a certain extent to their more ardent support of their candidate. —

Mr. MomraGu gave a history of the establishment of the Federation and of 
the proceedings at the Shechita Beard on this matter. He declared that he had 
always recognised that the United Synagogue had a: preponderating voice in all 
that the Shechita Board proposed to do ; and le concluded by reading a letter from 
the Secretary of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, stating that the Elders 
had unanimously approved of the four resolutions. Announcing that he wouli 
take the resolutions seriatim, Mr. Montagu moved the atoption of No. 1, which he 
sid originated with Mr. Noah Davis at the Shechita Board and which was 
seconded by Mr. Berg. 

Mr. Noan DAvis said that at the riskof again being charged with “obstruction,” 
hewould oppose the resolutions. Ie took objection to their very incipience, as the She- 
ohita Board had travelled outside the functions for which it had been established, 
viz,, to provide korh«r meat and as cheaply as possible. The course pursued by the 
Board was, unnecessary and offensive; unnecessary, because the Council had ever 
recognised a8 a primary obligation the support of the poor in ‘every district ; offen- 
sive, because it assumed and implied that the Board was more regardful of the 
wants of the community then the Council of the United Synagogue, and that it was 
uecéssary, therefore, for the Shechita Board ta supplement the action of the Council 
and do that which the latter would not do. He had no hesitation in saying that 
ifan application had been made by the Federation of Minor Synagogues in the 
first instance to the Council, it wou'd have met with favourable consideration. The 
only desire of the Council could be to bring themselves more directly ia connection 
with the people who wanted their aid. He would unrezervedly advise the Council to 
accept the first resolution ; for although he o»jected tothe way in which it had 
been brought before them, he advised the Council to waive any obj:ction they might 
have, The members of the Federation, representing the most orthodox, were de- 
tirous of being associated with the work connected with the carrying on the supply 
of kosher meat ; and in matters 3f conscience, it was wise ani just t> study sus- 
ceptibilities and even prejudices, He intended to move an amendment which, if 
alopted, would give the Federation an opportunity of putting themselves in direct 
relations with the Executive of the United Synagoguy; aud no injury would be 
caused by the delay in having the matter thoroughly considered by the Executive 
Committee, because it was not proposed to give the Federatiou any portion of the 
profits of the Shechita Board until after June 1889. Urging that the matter should 
be dealt with by judgment, not by prejudice, he adyised Mr. Montagu to accept his 
amendment, which he moved in the following terms: That the letter of Mr. Mon- 
lagu a8 amended be referred to the Executive Commitiee for consideration and report 
early as possible ; that the Executive Committee be requested to report generally 
0 the relations existing between the Board of Shechits and its parent bodies, and 
on the conditions under which the Funded Property is administered by the Trustees 
ig und, and that the Executive Committee be empowered to take such evi- 

° on the subject as they may deem necessary, 

Daring Mr, Davis's ne HE Mr, Montagu na to a point of order and asked the 
_airman’s ruling whether it was competent for Mr. Davis to speak on the finan- 
‘lal question when the second resolution which dealt with finance had not yet

he CHAIRMAN raled that although technically only the first resolution was 

fore the meeting, a discussion could take place on the entire series. There was a 
precedent’ in the discussion in the House of Commons on Mr.'Gladstone’s resolutions 
the disesablishment of the Irish Church, The whole scheme was debated on 
the first resolution, 
Ir, having protested against the Chairman's ruling, Lord Rora.- 
LD replied that he could not allow his ruling to be protested against by anyone, 
and he therefore requested Mr. Montagu to withdraw his protest. 


Mr, Maurice Harv, in seconding Mr, Noah Davis's amendment, pointed out 
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that there was no alternative but to refer the subject to the Executive Committee, 
as It involved a large financial question, which according to the laws of the United 
Synavogue, required prior consideration by the Executive Committee, He urged 
Mr. Montagu, therefore, to agree to the amendment, 

Mr, Monraau expressed himself as being more amazed at the request to adopt 
the amendment than at the amendment bein brought forward. To refer the 
matter again to the Executive Committee woald ba tantamount to “shelving ” it. 

The Prestpent : The world “shelve” is not a proper word to use, and I must 
ask you to withdraw it. 

Mr. Monracu replird that he would bow to the Chairman's ruling, although 
he protested against it, He would reassert, as a matter of fact, that the question had 
been already considered by the Executive Committee, 

The Prestoent: The subject has never come before the Executive Committee, 

Mr. Montagu: But I must protest, it has been before the Executive 
Committee, 

In the course of some further remarks Mr. Montagu again protested against, 
the Chairman’s ruling. 

Lord Roruscuitp : I call upon you to withdraw that. 

Mr. MontaGcu : I will withdraw from the meeting and will never again oo- 
operate with your Lordship on any Committee, 

Mr. Montagu then left the Council-room. = 

This incident gave rise to a Very animated discussion, A motion for the adjourn- 
ment of the-debate was submitted, but the President declined to accopt it, express. 
ing his desire for a vote on the amendment of Mr. Noah Davis, which he said 
under the existing circumstances he would put as a substantive motion 

Mr, EK, A, FRANKLIN earnestly deprecated the unnecessary heat which had 
been imported into the debate, While convinced that the President, for whose 
opinions he had the highest respect, would not willingly wound the feelings of any 
man, he yet could not sit still and appear indifferent to what had taken place in 
connection with his relative.

The CHAIRMAN, replying to Mr. Ellis A. Franklin who raisel a point of order, 
declared that he could not say Mr. Goldhiil was out of order, but he thought it in- 
advisable to consider the motion, for even if is were carried the Council could not 
give a direct injunction to the Board, The subject might well be considered by 
the Executive Committee. aes 

In the courss of some further remarks Mr. Franklin defended the raiging of q 
fand by the Board, as it had to provide pensions for its officials, If any surplug 
remained of the profits it was divided among the very classes whom it was sought 
to benefit through theexistenve of the Board, ; _ 

The PRESIDENT expressed his s itisfaction at Mr, Franklin 3 statement, for if 
there were no surplus, there would be nothing for distripution among the Federa- 
tion of Minor Synagogues. 

Mr. GOLDHILL subsequently withdrew his motion on aon assurance given by 


Mr. Maurice Hart that if he and those wh».acted with him found that the charges 


of the Board appreciably enhanced the price of meat to consumers, they would give 
the matter their best consideration with the view to remedying the complaint.

THE JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


— 


We referred last week to the unsatisfactory state of the finances of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians as disclosed in the President’s Appeal. We did 
sot hesitate to brand the supineness of the London Jews as the cause of a 
- date of things which hampers and circumscribes the operations of the Board, 
nd inflicts not a little avoidable misery upon the poor. The Board has 
weome so completely an integral a part of the charitable system of the com- 
munity that it ought to be an absolute stranger to anxiety about ways 
yi means. Io order to grasp this truth it is only necessary to imagine the 
esults which would f ollow on the disappearance of the Board. A wise and 
systematic treatment of the great problem of poverty would be replaced by 
morganized and spasmodic attempts to succour the indigent—attempts 
rhich would effect nothing beyond making indigence chronic. Impo- 
sition would triumph to the detriment of the deserving poor, and impro- 
idence would be restored to its place among the virtues. Sentimentalism 
sould run riot as it did in “the good old times” when the motive of the chari- 
tuble was less the desire to relieve poverty than the wish to assuage the 
subjective distress produced by the pitiful tale of the suppliant. Statesman- 
keattempts to grapple with the larger aspects of the great social problem 
rould come to an end, The radical cure of indigence, as opposed to its 
yere palliation, would cease to be the supreme object of philanthropiceffort. 
The diversion of the poor from congested channels of industry, the improve- 
nent of their dwellings in a sanitary sense, the apprenticeship of their 
hildren to trades yielding something better than mere starvation wages— 
erery such aim would be swallowed up in the one absorbing yearning to feed 
thm and keep them warm. The picture,of course, is a fancy one. The 
chaos which the disappearance of the Board would produce is impos- 
‘ble, simply because the Board will not disappear. But if the truth 
that the Board is absolutely indispensable is brought home to the communal 
conscience a little more clearly than it usually is, there may be some chance of 
its claims on the support of the public being better recognized than they have 
hitherto been, It isan anomaly indeed that an organization which at once 
satisfies a communal necessity and is a pardonable source of communal 
pride should be so inadequately supported. A dozen Charities rolled into 
one, it nevertheless receives no more from many a well-to-do man than he 
iscontent to bestow upon some obscure society whose supreme effort is repre- 
wnted by the distribution of a few loaves of brealor pairs of blankets. To 
entribute to the funds of the Board to a degree commensurate with the 


extent and importance of its operations ought to be a point of honour with | 


erry London Jew. We all tacitly admit the necessity of the institution, 
and profit in a very real sense indeed by its work. That each of us should 
tax himself in order to fulfil the obligation thus imposed upon him is a course 
dictated by the most elementary principles of justice. | 

The time is certainly one that calls for a liberal augmentation of the 
Boatd’s resources. If there is anyone su sanguine as to dream that we are 
othe threshold of a social millennium, that poverty is on the decline, and 
human misery diminishing, the idea must vanish before the stern facts set 
forthin Mr. BensJamin Conen’s letter. From January to October this year 
the Board has made upward of fifteen thousands: grants for relief, and this 
windependent of the assistance given by the Loan and Apprenticeship De- 
martments. There appears, then, to be no appreciable shrinkage of the mass 
of poverty in our midst, and the time is still very far distant when the Board 
vill be able to relax its efforts in the mere relief of distress in order to deal 
dill more effectively with wider questions. But it would be wrong to infer 
that it has neglected the larger field of work. The number of boys serving 
ti apprenticeship to useful occupations has increased during the year, and 
low stands at two hundred and fifty. Appreaticeship is a costly operation, 
ind there can be no doubt that it could be very considerably extended if the 
tvailable funds were increased, A manful attempt, moreover, hasbeen made 
diminish the large number of foreign poor who have come to England 
vithout adequate industrial resources, The fallacious character of the accu- 
tition that the Board attracts such persons is sufficiently demonstrated 
iy its activity in the direction of emigration and repatriation. Its efforts 
‘this direction show still greater results than they did last year, The 
President's figures are sufficiently important to be quoted: “ It should b: 
known,” says Mr. Conen, “that we have assisted this year 283 families to 
‘nigrate to the United States and the Colonies, compared with 166 during 
‘Xe whole of 1887, while up to the end of October we had repatriated 300 
"488, compared with 228 during 1887. Further, 90 cases have been ewi- 
ated this year by the Conjoint Committees of the Mansion House Relief 
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Fund and the Board of Guardians, and 53 have been repatriated as com. 
pared respectively with 42 and 29 cases during the whole of 1887.” There 
18 nO foundation, then, for the charge that the Board is a passive, nay a 
benevolent spectator of the influx of “ pauper immigrants,” Not only has 
it done its best to warn the Continental poor against seeking in England a 
new field for their industry, but it is labouring with increasing success to 
reduce the general mass of English poverty by sending to other countries 
those who cannot earn a livelihood here, 

The Board has adopted a policy in regard to the immigration question, 
which is worthy of all praise. It has steered a middle course between dan- 
gerous inactivity and a weak yielding to senseless and hysterical clamour, 
It does not hesita‘e to resort to emigration and the still more drastic remedy 
of repatriation in all necessary cases. But it refuses, and, seeing how pro- 
found its knowledge of East End poverty is, we may be sure that it rightly 
refuses, to join in any cry for the total exclusion of the needy immigrant, Such 
an attitude is all the more remarkable inasmuch as it necessarily involves at 
the very least the maintenance for an indefinite period of the Board's 
pecuniary responsibilities at their present high pressure rate, In opposing 
the demand that the gates of England shall henceforth be closed against the 
foreign poor, the Board deliberately condemns itself to the task of fighting 
with a mass of indigence and misery whose proportions, in all probability, 
will undergo no sensible diminution for many years tocome. The poliey it 


is pursuing is just that which an organisation, which is both English and 
Jewish, ought to adopt. It is one’ which, while giving effect to those 


fraternal and humane sentiments that characterise our race, still steadily © 


keeps in view the duties which every Israelite owes to the country in which 
he lives. 

Happily for an organisation which seems to welcome difficulties 
for the pleasure vf overcoming them, the immigration question 
does not standalone. Linked to it is the twin-problem presented by the 
Sweating Systen. Here again the Board is doing good work. By the 
evidence it has been the means of laying before the Parliamentary Committee 
which is now sitting it has beén able to throw valuable light ona most com- 


plex question, and to dispel some popular misconceptions, Avoiding the — 


extreme of foolish panic it yet does not blind its eyes to the evils which, like a 


parasite growth, have fastened themselves on to some of the East End indus- 


tries. It recognises the minute subdivision of labour and the fall of wages as 


the results of the action of economic laws, against which it is as useless to shriek 


as it is to rail against. the sun for setting or the wind for blowing. On the 
other hand it is careful to distinguish the avoidable and the fictitious ‘from 
the unavoidable and the natural. OvererowJing, the defiance of sanitary 
rules, excessive hours of labour—these are but the accidental and remediable 
elements of the Sweating System. And the Board will, as hitherto, be 
always found in the forefront of the bat:le that is very properly waged against 
these crying evils,

Under the headiog of “A Retrograde Step,” we called the attention of the 
Community a few weeks ago to a new regulation of the Syndicate of the University 
of Cambridge, which placed Jewish candidates at a serious disadvantage in the 
Local University Examination as compared with candidates of Christian denomina- 
tions. One of the sections qualifying for a pass is that of “ Religious Knowledge.” 
Jewish candidates who, from conscientious motives, declined to submit themselves 
for examination in Christian History and Theology, have been allowed hitherto to 
present themselves in that part of the section known as Old Testament History: 
Success in this branch did not entitle them to a pass, but the marks gained in Old 
Testament were added to the marks gained in other subjects to determine their class 
in the examination and their place in “ Honours.” Upon the principle of half a 
loaf being better than none, Jewish candidates were willing to put up with this 
arrangement, and they would probably have remained content to submit to this 
heavy handicapping, wero it not that by a now regulation which came into force this 
year, no candidate will be allowed totake up Old Testament unless he also presents 
himself in New Testament, the Church Catechism or the Book of Common Prayer. 
The injustice thus inflicted upon those who conscientiously decline to take up 
these subjects is excessive ; and its peculiar hardship is greater than would appear 
upon the surface by reason of the fact that two “Sections” (of which Religious 
Knowledge can be counted as one), would qualify for a certificate, 

As no public body took the matter in hand, the Rev. John Chapman, of Great 
Ealing School, placed himself in communication with the Syndicate, His commu- 
nication to that body, dealing as it does with many technical points in connection 
with the examinations, and their relations to the subject of Religious Knowledge, 
is necessarily somewhat voluminous, but its main points might be briefly sum. 
marised asfollows: 

1, The Rey. Mr. Chapman sets forth the hardship suffered by his pupils an 
others who had entered for the forthcoming examination, through their being called 
upon by the Syndicate to withdraw from Old Testament, unless they were prepared 
to submit themselves for examination in Christian Theology. 

2, He states that, although, in rare cases, Jewish candidates will be found enter- 
ing for Christian theology, the great mass of Jewish Parents and Teachers refuse 
(and he thinks the Syndicate will agree, rightly refuse) to subject the young and 
impressionable minds of their children to the teaching of the doctrines and dogmas 
of a faith not their own. | | 

3,.He points out in detail the serious disability which this imposes upon Jewish 
boys in the competition for “Honours” “ Classes” and “Certificates”; and he 
states that the Class Lists prove that if any similar disqualification had been im- 
p sed upon Protestant boys, a considerable per centage of those who passed the local 
examination would not have gained a certificate , and a still larger per centage 
would have lost a place in Honours. | | 

4. Mr. Chapman respectfully urges that it would ba only in accordance with 
the progreasiva aud liberal traditions of their great University if the Syndicate 
were to equalise the conditions among the various denominational candidates, and 
if instead of narrowing the sphere of Examination for Jewisa boys, the range were 
to be enlarged. | | 

5. He suggests that this might be perfect'y accomplished by the adoption of 
any one of the following regulations :— era } 

(a). By allowing candidates who object to Testament, Catechism, or Prayer 

Book, to substitute additional books of the Old Testament ; or 


(b). By giving them a pass on their showing a knowledge of Hebrew Text ; or 


(c). By dividing “ Religious Knowledge " into two iudependent sections, to be 
called “ Religion” and “Scripture,” and proportionately increasing the 
difficulty of each, while allowing alternative books of the Old Testament 
instead of the New. 7 

6. Under the above arrangement Jewish boys could count their scriptural 

examination as a “section ” towards a pass, aud they would thus be placed upon a 
perfect equality with boys of other denominations. 

In conclusion Mr. Chapman expres:es his belief that the action of the Syndicate 


“ will be regarded with deep interest ‘by that large and growing class inthe Jewish. 


community which is duily concerning itself more and more with the best interests 
of the higher education in this country.” es 

We are pleased to be able to announce that in the reply received by the Rev 
Mr, Chapman from Mr, J. N, Keynes, the Assistant Secretary to the Syndicate, the: 
statement is made that ‘‘In all probability in the Examination for 1889 Jewish 
candidates will be allowed to present, in lieu of a Gospel, come Old Testament sub- 


ject distinct from that which is taken by all the candidates. Jewish students will 


therefore no longer be placed in any position of disadvantage.” 

We could have hoped that the Syndicate would have made some arrangement 
by which the candidates for the present year would not have suffered any disability 
in consequence of the regulation temporarily enforced to their disadvantage, but 
we presume that such an arrangement was impossible at this late period, seeing that 
the examination commences on Monday week. We feel sure, however, that the 
Community will feel grateful for the promptitude with which the Syndicate has 
promised to redress this grievance, as conveyed in the letter which they have 
addressed tc the Rey. Mr, Chapman.

Sgting their attendance at school would not have been sufficiently long to 
aR abled them to complete their ejucation in this respect, It istrue that many 
on r fourteen when they leave school, after having been trained there in the 
re «FA. J.” suggests, might take situations as kitchenmaids, nursemaids or 
oo housemaids,where they would have a chance of improving their domestic know- 
° » whilet living under older and more competent servants, and ro gradually work 
a4 way into better positions. But what I would suggest, to perfect the scheme 
frimproving the standard of Jewish domestics and complete the instruction begun 
in the elementary schools, is that we should have a training school for servants, 
This may, perhaps, sound rather a formidable undertaking, and many as they real 
these lines will cry out that we have institutions enough and ought not to increas® 
shirnumber, But I beg to rearsure my readers by telling them,that [ do not wish 
iy aivocate the establishment of a new institation, but merely to change the work 
of one at present existing, so that it may be of greater advantage to the community 
han it has hitherto been, The Workrooms of the Board of Guardians, established 
s they were with the laudable intention of teaching girls a remunerative ocoupa- 
tion and providing them with future employment, are not in my opinion carrying out 
the programme of its originators, Now, if the Workrooms were turned into a train- 
ing school for Jewish servants, they would prove an inestimable boon to all classes 
of the community, and achieve a most useful and important work. 

Bus before proceeding let me _ state most emphatically that I 
consider no fault could. be found by the most hyporcritical with the 
management of the Workrooms as they now exist. One has oaly to visit 
the clean, airy rooms, to see the happy faces of the workers, note ,the 
kindness of tho Lady Superintendent and of all the Teachers, to feel sure 
that every possible care is taken to make the undertaking a success, When we con- 
sider, too, that the management of the Rooms devolves upon a mixed Committee 
of ladies and gentlemen who devote to it their time and energy, that the work turned 
out is the perfection of its kind, and that finally the girls are leading a happy, 
industrious life, surrounded by every care and attention, it willnaturally ba asked 
what is there to find fault with, aad why isa change necossary? My answer is simply 
this: the market for needlewomen is already overstocked, and we are not consulting 
the future interests of the girls in teaching them a trade by which they cannot sup- 
port themselves, That this is true is proved by the fact that year after year the 


committee have to plead for orders for reedlework, and too often plead in vain, and 


thit it is necessary to keep the employées at the Rooms year after year in order to 
ensure thea work, And yetin the last Report of the Board of Guardians we find 
that“one point has caused the Committze considerable anxiety during the year, 
namely, the diminut‘on in the number of girls entering the Rooms” and that the 
Committee are extirely at a loss to discover any reason for this falling off.” The 
reason is, in my opinion, obvious. Parents are anxious that their children should 
lam a trade that shall make them independent of assistance in the future, and 
therefore they will not consent to apprentice them to the Workrooms. The present 
arrangements, moreover, seem to m? to interfere with the labour market by teaching 
‘number of girls needlework, and begging for orders for them, when there are 
already too many half-starved needlewomen who haye no other means of supporting 
themeelves and their families except by obtaining the work which the Committee 
of the Workrooms are striving to divert from them to their own protegecs, . 

I believe the Committee will be the first to wish to alter their 
present plana when they see that they are really doing harm where 
they earnestly wish to do good. I do not aim for a momeut at putting 
un end to their work; what I propoze is to alter its character and to sup- 
plement it, and that to a very large extent. It must be a benefit to any girl, 
whatever her future oceupation, to be taught neeilework thoroughly ; but it is nog 
‘ulisient to teach her nesdlework only,aad to expect her by this means to earn a 
livelihood, She must acquire in addition the knowledge which will be of sull 
greater use to herin her endeavour to win her daily bread. The Workrooms are 
far from being self-supporiing. Their maint2nanc. iavolves an expenditure of some 
£225 a year over and above the total earnings. The change I advocate would not 
involve a materially increased expenditure, No larger premises would be necessary, 
ind fewer teachers would be required, Itis truea Training School would earn 
uothing ; but then'there would be no high wages to be given to girls out of their ap- 
prenticeship, as is the case now. And even if the Training School should require more 
money to carry it on than the Workrooms do, the aiditional outlay would be justi- 
fe, inasmuch as it would benefit a very much larger number of girls than it does 
ai present, One year’s apprenticeship would be suflicient to enable an re 
firl to successfully undergo an examination in all the duties that are require 
ofa domestic servant, and a constant stream of girls could pass through the School 
instead of the same girls remaining on, as they do now, year after oe 
The Committee of the ‘Training School would not be obliged to plead for work, 
bat on the contrary would hardly be able to satisfy the demands of the mistresses 
who would apply to them for their well-trained pupils. If the Managers 
will only understand the advantages cf the step I am suggesting, I do 
dot think they will hesitate long before they decide to take it, Nor need they fear 
meet with much difficulty in their new undertaking. I feel convinced that 98 
td of Guardians would offer no opposition toa plan which must conduse to the 
benefit both of the poor and of the whole community. ne oe hae 

I need not expatiate on the advantages of domestic service, as “ 
her recent article has brought these out prominently, and the Training Schoo _— 

* great inducement to girls to fit themselves for this occupation. They mus ; 
thught at the new school firstof all really good cooking in all its branches, for o 


household work of all kinds, including that of cleaning plate, waiting at table, 
and of course the training must include needlework. Tho girls might also 
be practically taught the duties appertaining to nurses for children. A fow very _ 
poor mothers who have to go out to work to obtain a living might bring their babies 
every day to the Training School where they would be taken care of by those girls 
who might wish ultimately to obtain situations as nurses, 3 
Whilst every girl ought to go through the whole course of training, special 
attention might in every instanco be given to that kind of work for which the 
girls might display special aptitude, In order to prevent any disinolination in th® 
parents to allow their children to take advantage of the opportunity offered them 
on the plea of their wishing them to earn money immediately they leave the ele- 
mentary schools, a small sum of one or two shillings a week might in some 
instances be allowed the girls for clothes, but this of course isa matter for future con- 
sideration, All I want todo now is to pointout the benefits that would accrue 
from the proposed change, and to show that the Workrooms of the Board of Guardians 
which cannot be considered either a financial success or effectual asa means of on. 
suring a competence to those who attend them, would as a Training School for 
Domestic Servants be one of the most usefal iastitations of which our oom - 
munity could boast, The advantages enjoyed by the girls who at present attend 
the Workrooms would not be diminished, On the contrary, healthy and remu- 
nerative employment would be ensured to each girl in her after life, I earnestly 
hop that the day is not far distant when we shall be able to speak with pride of 
our Jewish Domestics, and to point to the Training School that has been the meana 
of bringing about such a happy result. 


THE JEWS AND THE FRENCH REVOLUTION, 

Two particularly interesting chapters in M. Léon Kahn's work on the Jewa in 
Paris, which we reviewed last week, are the Revolution and the Reign of Terror, 
On the 16th August, 1789, the Jews in Paris addressed the National Assembly with 
the demand to be assimilated to other citizens. Ths Constituent body hesitated to 
grant this request; but a etrong movement, headed by the Abbé Gregoire, was ret 
on foot in their favour, Their patriotism and their courage were the theme of public 
speeches and of written testimonials, Of 500 Jews settled in Paria, one-fourth were 
enrolled in the National Guard; they wore its uniform and performed the duties 
devolving on this civic body. In the Address from the Assembly of Representatives 
of the Commune in Paris it was stated that the zeal, the devotion and the patriotism 
of the Jews had earned for them the right to public recoguition. This act of justice 
was at length performed by the National Assembly, and on the 27th September, 
1791, a decree was issued annulling the restrictions imposed on the Jews. by former 
laws, and granting naturalisation to all Jews bora and domiciled in France, After 
many centuries of oppression and servitude the Jews were permitted to liva as free 
men. The Constitution of the year III. and that of the year VILI., confirming the 
principle of equality laid down by the National Assembly, gave to the Jews in the 
land of their adoption, their fatherland, that place to which they had a just claim, 

How did the Jews in Paris comport themselves in the midst of the excesses that 
characterised the Reign of Terror? It ie an undoubted fact that they did not sig- 
nalise their emancipation by any of those excesses in which the revolutionary 
period wss fruitful, If they figured wherever they might proclaim their aapira- 
tions towards liberty, they were never seen where such aspirations assumed a 
violent and irregular character. Thus, in 1790, a Jew, Ravel de Ternay, figured 
with honour in the National Guard, where he commanded the 4th division. In 1791 
Ravel de Tacin, bourgeois, was among the l4 electors chosen by the section of the 
Temple for the department of Paris, and Borthe Pére was among the 33 electors in 
the Section of the Quatre-Nations, In 179? two Jews named Berthe were Captains, 
one in the Ist Legion, the other in the 2nd Legion of the National Guard. The 
Ravel de Tacin mentioned above also fulfilled the functions of Asseasor to the Justice 
of the Peace in the Section of the Temple, as did Jacob, a jeweller, ian the Section 
of Thermes de Julien, The succeeding years saw an increase of Jewish A«ses- 


Gendarmes, and a certain Jacob Comnissaryof Police fir the Section of La Ré, 
union. While thus occupying important positions in the Militia, the Municipal 
Bodies and in the Magistrature, not a single one figured among the members of the 
Committee of Public Safety or of the Revolutionory Tribunal, : 
7 The Jews were not spared during the terrible period. The list is long of thcs 
who paid by detention, more or less protracted, for their resistance to the authori- 
ties of the day ; and even the heads of some fell under the kvife. Forty six persona 
were arrested as ‘suspects’ under a ‘* Measure of General Safety,” or for “ anti- 
revolutionary offences.” Among these 46 persons were six women, Nine Jews 
were condemned to death and executed, Their names and alleged crimes are as 
follows : Pierre Jean Lion, a domestic servaa', aged 42, anti-revolutionary corres 
pondence ; Simon Jade Masse, linen merchant, aged 48, chief signatory to anti- 
revolutionary petitions ; Joseph Ravel, surgeon, Member of the Council General of the 
Commune, “ victim of the 9th thermidor ’; André Jonas, Gendarme, alleged sedi- 
tious cries ata café ; Junius Frey, aged 27,ani Emanuel Frey, aged 30, bankers , 
suspected of being accomp'ices in the conspiracy to rest sro the monarchy, and to 
massac‘e the patriots and the Committee of Pablic Safety ; Louis Benjamin Calmer 
money changer, aged 44, a native of the Hague, distributing medals of Lafayette : 
Antoine Louis Isaac Calmor, aged 43, a native of the Hague, President of theWatch 
Committee of Clichy (he was worth 200,000 livres), denousced by Fouquier for the 
atbitrary arrest of citizens, and executed for holding relations with external 
enemies; Jacob Pereyra, manufacturer of tobacco, Asessor to the Justice of the 
Peace, and Prevident of the Section of Bon-Couseil, aged 51, conspiring against the 
liberty of the French people and the national representation. 

There was ouly one exception to the general gool behaviour of the Jews, 
Eight Jews were implicated in an act of theft, of an aggravated character, Two of 
them were actually guilty, and expiated their crime, one (a native of 
London) by death, the other by 18 years’ imprisonment, But on the whole the 
conduct of the Jews during the Revolution was irreproachable ; when the country 
wasin danger, they were to be seen in the path of honour and of military glory, 
shedding their blood in the legitimate defence of their country’s frontiers, and 
attracting by their bravery the admiration even of their enemies. When tran- 
quillity was restored, they were the first to devote themselves to industry, contri- 
buting by their activity towards the effacement of the sanguinary period, and seeking

In connection with the death of Mr. L. A, Cohen, it was resolved to address a 
letter of condolence to the Editor of the Tangier journal éveil du Maroc, which he 
had so ably conducted, together with an expression of the hope that it would con- 
tinue to champion the cause of civil and religious liberty. 
The receipt of a legacy of £25 from the late Mr. Abraham Davis, of Oxford, was 
announced. The bequest, amounting to £50, had been left to the “Alliance Universal 
Israelite, London and Paris ;” and it was therefore arranged that it should be divided 
in equal moieties among the Association and the sister institutions in Paris. 
- The Executive Committee brought up a report on several references from the 


_ Council. Respecting the desirability of publishing in the annual reports speeches 


delivered at the annual meetings, the Committee considered it unsuitable to publish 
such speeches a year after delivery, and in view of the present state of the finances 
and of the fulland reliable reports published in the Jewish press they deemed it 
inadvisable to print the speeches asa separate publication. As to the sugges- 
tion of the Manches‘er Branch for the holding of an International Jewish Confer- 
ence during the time of the Paris Exhibition in 1889, the Executive Committee were 
of opinion that unless some event of exceptional importance should call for the 
united action of the European Jews, it was not desirable for the Association to take 
any steps for bringing about such a Conference, The suggestion of Mr. D. F. Schloss 
that specimens of work done in East-rn Schools should be sent to the Paris Exhibi- 
tion would be communicated to the Alliance Israélite. 


The general report of the Executive Committee also included the following | 


matters : 

Morocco,—Letters wero reczivel from the Jews in Fez setting forth at length 
the ill-treatment to which they are subject-d, both at the hands of the Governorand 
of the populace. Several cases of outrages were mentioned, and the writers also 
statei that notwithstanding the benevolent intentions of the Sultan towards them, 
and of the orders he hai given for their better tredtment, their grievances had 
remained unredressed, The Fez community, therefdre;entreated the Association to 
memorialise the Sultin on their behalf. 

The Ex: cutive Committee have referred the subject to the Conjoint Committee 
of the Association and the B ard of Deputies with the view to representations being 
made to the Foreign Office. 

The Fez Je ws aleo requested the Associat'on to send them ati s expense a Jewish 
doctor. This matter, the Executive Committee hal replied, was outside the province 
of the Association. 

SCHOOLS IN THE EAstT.—Signor E. Hazan, the Chief Rabbi of Alexandria, in 
thanking the Council for their congratulations on his appointment, hes expressed 
his intention,to promote the establishment of a school for Ashkenasi children, many 
of whom attend schools where instruction given is’contrary to the teachings of 
Judaism.—Mr. Haeem Samuel, Presa dest of the Beni Israel School in Bombay, has 
urged the Association to appeal to wealthy Jews ia Englard and on the Continent to 
help in the establishment of a workshop at the school.—From Jassy, Dr. K. Lippe has 
sent a detailed communication on the progress of the School subventioned by the 
Council, The Delegate appointed by the l.cal University to attend public examina- 
tions had expressed his complete satisfaction with the progress achieved, and had 
written in this sense in his official report. Dr, Lippe proposes to combine a technical 
department with the school.—From the Technical School in Jerusalem reports have 
heen received from Mr, John Price, the Instructor, and,in English also, from two of 
the principal appren'ices (B. Guiniand C, Griinspan), The reports of these appren- 
tices bear testimony not solely to the progress which is being made in the several 
workshops, but also to the efficient manner in which the English language is taught 
in the Jerusalem School.—Tne Philippopolis School Committee in applying for a 
renewal of the grant, mentioned that a wide extension is being given to the teaching 
of tne Bulgarian language. 

The Rey. Prof. MARKS asked, with reference to the agricultural communities in 
Palestine, if it was the practice in the Year of Release to cease work. A report had 
reached him to the effect that those persons who are eugaged in agricultural pursuits 
during the Year of Release have been put under Ecclesiastical ban, while for others 
who have ceased work a public appeal for help has been made to encourage them in 
their evforced idleness, If this report were true. it was a condition of affairs to which 
the Anglo-Jewish Ass ciation should not submit without a prote-t. Tne Sabbatical 
Year was abolished when the political nationality of the Jews was uprooted, and the 
action of the Rabbinical authorizies in Palestine would thwart the objecis of the 
Association, which had been exert:d towards raising the moral and intellectual status 
of the Jews in Palestine. 

The Skcrerary (Rev. A. Lowy) exp'ained the position held by the Agricul- 
tural Colonies in Palestine, The question of the Sabbatical Year had been raised in 
Jerusalem, but there were differences of opinion on the point. One party —the 
enlightened and intelligent in Palestine maintained that as the political indepen- 
dence of the Jews of Palestine had beea lost, it could scarcely be held that the 
Mosaic Law can be applied to the present circumstances. Moreover, the cessation 
from labouz would throw the entire community into a condition of abject pauper- 
ism, which could only result in strife and contention throughout the country, A 
second party strove to uphold the Mosaic Law relating t» the Year of Release. The 
matter s°cod in the position he related: some advocit«d the abolition of the old 
Mosaic Law while others wanted to preserve it. 

Mr. D. F. SCHLOSS said the explanation of the Rev. Mr. Lowy did not answer 
the question put by the Rev, Prof. Marks, Briefly put the question was : Has there 
been formulat d an E.-clesiastical Interdict —the O05 —against those pe-soas who 
refused to obey the Mosaic Law relating to the Sa»bitical Year? Yes or No, was the
